I’erhaps one good location 
would be in front of our 
splendid new city hall and 
another on Kersting Court 
near the waiting station of 
the Pacific Electric. We 
would never need worry 
about them freezing up here 
on the streets. 

Not only would this be an 
excellent means of advertis¬ 
ing the city, but it would be 
the means of promoting 
health by encouraging the 
drinking of more water, es¬ 
pecially the Sierra Madre 
kind. 

We drop this little sug¬ 
gestion at this timely season 
of the year and if the city 
authorities should not feel 
disposed to act upon the 
matter, perhaps .some of the 
various civic organizations 
would see merit in the idea 
and promote it.

I he work so far is running 
about 10 per cent ahead of the 
estimated schedule due to the 
I fact that 110.000 yards of rock 
' and earth are being moved daily 
instead of 100.000 yards contem* 
plated. Nearly 400 men are em¬ 
ployed just now, but in about one 
year more .they will use a maxi¬ 
mum of 1500 men on the job 
There are three .shifts of men and 
the work is progressing 24 hours 
a day, the sluicing and blasting 
being done at night with the aid 
of giant Hood lights. The men 
work 4 hours on and 4 hours off, 
owing to the very difficult work 
of drilling and tunneling the rock. 

When completed, this dam will 
rise 432 feet above the stream 
bed and will extend 60 feet below 
the .stream bed. It will be 412 
feet thick at the base and 20 
feet thick at the crest, or top. 
The length from one side to the 
other on top will be 2400 feet, 
and 290.000 acre feet of water 
will be impounded when the arti¬ 
ficial lake is full. This water 
will back up five miles in each of 
the two forks of the river at this 
point, which will give a total 
length of about eleven miles to 
the lake. 

All of the gravel and rock for 
the concrete work is available 
right there in the .stream bed, so 
that only the cement will have to 
be brouglit in. A railroad has 
been built from Azu.sa to the 
works in order to transport ma¬ 
terials and machinery. Already 
$500,000 worth of equipment and 
machinery has been placed in op¬ 
eration, and the contractors arc 
in the East now placing orders 
for a million dollars' worth of 
additional equipment for the con¬ 
crete work. 

The con.struction work is being 
done by the combined forces of 
Fisher * Ross of Los Angeles and 
Macdonald-Kahn of San Francis¬ 
co. Mr. Fisher was the contrac¬ 
tor for the Sierra Madre dam, 
while Mr. Ross built the Santa 
.•\nita dam. All of the work Is 
being done by electricity, the

TOWN’S ALL RIGHT—JUST DIFFERENT 

Y OU simply can’t plea.se everybody, l>e- 
couse everybody does not think alike. 
The outcome of the recent recall election 
was no exception to this rule, and the only 
thing for us ail to do now is to show our 
{food sportsmanship, abide by the decision 
of the majority, and keep plugging along 
without a whine. To be a good loser requires 
far more character than to be a good winner. 

Let’s keep faith in our town by all means. 
Just liecause we seem destined not to have 
an 80-foot boulevard at the present time is 
no sign that Sierra Madre has lost her right 
to existence or her claim to be one of the 
most ideal little suburban residence cities 
in the country. 

A realization of the limitations of our city 
will tend to make us less unhappy than if 
we try to pattern afer some other com¬ 
munity which is situated entirely differently 
than we are ai'e here. We will never have 
a thriving industrial center even if we desire 
it, because we do not have proper transport¬ 
ation facilities. But we do have the making 
of a most excellent residence district, from 
the standpoint of climate, superior water, 
scenic advantages, fertile soil for marvelous 
flower gardens, and excellent church advant¬ 
ages foi’ all denominations. 

Sierra Madre is bound to grow, along with 
all the rest of Southern California, just as 
I'apidly as the people in other parts of the 
United States find out what a favored land 
this is. Certain improvements should and 
will come as growth and conditions demjuid 
them. We cannot stand still, hence we must 
go fonvard steadily but cautiously. 

If we cannot agree on a certain proposi¬ 
tion, let’s get together on something else. 
Having come recently from another state 
and having traveled over almost the entire 
Pacific Coast and Rocky Mountain region 
within the past year, we found that perhaps 
the most impressive thing about Southern 
California to those who have children is the 
remarkable school system that this state 
l)oasts. We must admit furthermore that it 
came as a distinct shock to find Sierra 
Madre’s old frame school building for the 
elementary grades and total absence of ac¬ 
commodations for even junior high school 
pupils. 

Surely this is one thing that every pai-ent 
and far-seeing business man or woman can 
realize is a distinct handicap in the progress 
of this city. We cannot hope to induce more 
people to come here to make their homes 
when educational facilities fall so short of 
the high standard set by the state as a 
whole. A city of 50U0 should blush for 
shcvme to hear such an adverse report as 
was made by the authoiities fi'om Pasa¬ 
dena who made such a thoiough survey and 
comprehensive report upon our school sys¬ 
tem as a whole. 

In an authorized statement by the Sierra 
Madre School Ti'ustees published in The 
Sierra iVladre News week before last, this 
l^dy stated that they were “unanimous in 
feeling that the needs so indicated (in the 
sui'vey) should be taken care of” and that 
“definite action will be advisable and neces¬ 
sary in the early fall.” 

This report by the school board was con¬ 
cluded as follows: 

"This survey indicated that a bond issue of $214,- 
000 would cover the need of buildings and grounds. 
This sum is within our capacity as a district. 

"Let the people of Sierra Madre decide then 
w’hether the children are to have what they need; 
whether they are to continue in an increase of im¬ 
paired eyesight caussed by improperly lighted .school 
rooms; whether they are to continue to suffer a 
menace to health from dampness and general un- 
hygenic conditions. There is a limit to the amount 
of taxation that we can support. Would anyone 
dispute the fact that the greatest duty we owe is 
to the young of our community?"
